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London, Nov. . — The Hambure-American 
Line steamer Pommerania, Capt. Schwenseu. 
which sailed from New York on the l4th of 
November for Hamburg, and arrived at Plym- 
outh at midnignt on the Mth, e in col- 
lision last night about midnight, duMing a fog, 
about eight miles southwest of Folkestone, 
with a vessel reported to be th® Weish bark 
Noel Eilian, of Carnarvon, from Rotterdam for 
Card, in ballast. The Pommerania, at the 
time, was ow her way from Plymouth to Ham- 
burg. The steamship foundered im about ten 
minutes. One bundred and seventy-two of her 
passengers and crew were saved by the iron 
screw steamer Glengarry, of Middleborough, 
and landed at Dover: The vessel with which 
the Pommeravia was in collision is anchored off 
Folkestone with her bows stove and her forward 
compartment full of water. A tug has gone to

ing a dense fog. The Pomerania sank in thirty 
minutes. Oue hundred and seventy’ persons 
were saved out of a total of 220 on board. Fifty 
are believed to be lost, including Capt. Schwen- 
sen, Sccond-Officer Fokkes, and Third-Oflicer 
Zarnow. 
ADDITIONAL. ; 

The agents here of the Hamburg-American 
Steamship Company say that forty-seven pas- 
sengers of the Pommerapia were to have landed 
at Plymouth and Cherbourg, leaving 104 on 
board, Four second and one third 
class passengers embarked at Plymouth, 
making the total number of passen- 
gers on board when the disaster occur- 
red 109, provided forty-seven had land- 
ed as intended. The agent at Pivmouth says

FURTHER PARTICULARS. 

Lonpox, Nov. 26—4 p. m.—Further particu- 
lars of the Pommerania disaster show that at 
the time of the collision she was near Dunge- 
ness Point, about three miles from shore. She 
was struck on the starboard side, midships, 
and sank in less than twenty minutes. Distress 
signals were given, and responded to by the 
steamer Glengarry, proceeding down the 
channel, which made all speed towards the 
scene of the disaster. There were vine boats 


on the Pommerania, four of which were crushed | 
Five were got off, but one, 


being overcrowded with passengers, was suvk. 
All the boats pulled away from the doomed 
ship, leaving the Captain, who refused to quit 
the ship uutil the last moment. The last boat 
to leave was under the chief officer, who did all 
in his power to persuade the Captain to leave. 
After pulling fer half an hour, the survivors 
were picked up by the Glengarry. Oue gentle- 
man was taken from the water in an uwcon- 
scious state, aud restored. ‘The Glengarry stay- 
ed pear the scene till daybreak, when the Pom- 
merania was seen With her mast above water. 
The Glengarry then proceeded to Dover with 
those sayed, and landed them at 9 o’clock, when 
they were taken to the Sailors’ Home, treated 
with every kindness, and breakfasted. The 
greatest possible order, under the circum- 
stances, was maintained by the officers and crew. 
A SURVIVOR’S ACCOUNT. 

Lonpon, Nov. 26.—Following is a narrative 
of Louis Saumanun, of Akron, O.: We had a 
capital run. and got to Plymouth about 3 in the 
morning of the 25th instant. We landed some 
passengers, and took some for Hamburg, and 
then ran for Cherbourg and landed passengers, 
nearly all of whom were cabin. Those left 
were mostly ‘between decks.’ The crew con- 
sisted of 111. We have here atthe Sailors’ 
Home 172. I was ip bed last night abouta 
quarter to 12 o’clock, when I felta sudden 
bump, as if the Pommerania had struck upon a 
rock. I was alarmed, but I did not think at 
first it was anything serious, as we had kept a 
good lookout, and the Captain appeared to be 
very careful. It was his 126th voyage. He had 
told us he celebrated his 125th when he was 
at Hamburg. A few seconds after the 
collision the steward and some of the crew 
came running to us and said a sailing 
bark had run into us, and we were all to go on 
deck. I went on deck directly and saw our 
ship’s light, but the for was so great I could see 
nothing else; but they told me the bark had 
run away. Tbe crew vere then busy lowering the 
boats. The ship was beginning to sink. In 
lowering the boats there was great confusion, 
everybody trying to crowd into them. One boat 
filled and sunk immediately after it got into the 
water. Two others were smashed by the col- 
lision. The boats were fastened up tight, and 
we could not get them undone. The Pommer- 
ania was sinking rapidly. There were a number 
of women among the passengers. I don’t know 
bow many, but eight have been saved, and a baby.

THE COLLIDING BARK. 

Lonpon, Noy. 26.—The Noel Eilian is a mag- 
niucent new iron bark of 1,100 tons gross, owned 
iu Liverpool and built at Sunderland last year. 
What was her bow is merely a gaping fissure. 
Only her water-tight compartments kept her 
afloat. 

MRS. OHRNSTEIN’S STORY. 

Mrs. Ohrnstei says that she had retired, and 
was awakened by a terrific crash. She sprang 
from her berth and gained the deck, where all 
was impenetrable darkness. The steerage pas- 
sengers were crying loudly. She was pushed 
toward a life-boat. which was just then being 
lowered. Even after getting afloat therc seemed 
little hope for safety, but they soon saw the 
lights of the Glengarry, which took them on 
board. All speak in the highest terms of the 
Captain, who was on the briage nearly all of 
the previous three days and nights. 

The Pommerania landed fourteen first-class 
passengers aud twenty-six others at Cherbourg. 

Chief Officer Franzen commanded the last 
boat. Ashe put off, the Captain, who was on 
the bridge, calied to him to keep as ciose to the 
Pommerapia as possible. He laid-to about 
ten yards from the steamer, but she went down 
in a few minutes. 

OFFICER FRANZEN 
says there was a thick fog all day Monday. 
About forty-five minutes after 11 o’clock at night, 
without bardly the slightest 14 of the 
close proximity of any vessel, a bark appeared 
on our starboard side, and immediately crashed 
into us just abaft the tunnel. 
ANOTHER PASSENGER’S STORY. 

Dover, Nov. 26.—One of the rescued passen- 
gers, a German laay, makes the following state- 
ment: Imtended to have left the Pommerania

These 
are Mary Clymer and Rose M. Clymer, of Phbfi- 
adelphia; Alfred Faber, of New York; Mrs. 8. 
Ohrustiel, of New York; and C. Poppenhusen, 
of Hamburg. 

FIFTY TO SIXTY LOST. 

New York, Nov. 26.—A Dover dispatch says 
from fifty to sixty of the passengers on the 
Pommerania na N been lost. Tue catastrophe 
occurred at a quarter to 12. The bark which 
was in collision with the steamship was bound 
down the Channel in ballast for Cardiff, when 
the collision occurred. The steamer Glengarry, 
of Middleborough, was most fortunately pass- 
ing at the time. The officers and the crew of 
the Glengarry immediately did all in their power 
to succor the unfortunate passengers. The 
boats were manned without delay, and suc- 
ceeded in rescuing 171 persons. This leaves 
fifty-eight still missing. Most of those rescued 
had nothing on save their night-clothes, and, 
as the night was very cold, their sufferings 
were intense. The larger portion were in the 
water, clinging to the debris of the wreck when 
rescued, but some few had succeeded in getting 
into the boats before she went down. 

ANOTHER STATEMENT 
of the disaster says: The Pommerania was 
proceeding at moderate speed, when a deafen- 
ing crash was heard. The decks were soon fill- 
ed with the affrighted passengers. The con- 
fusion was terrible, and the air was filled with 
pravers and curses. The veteran Capt. Schwen- 
sen stood on the bridge, giving orders in a cool 
voice to have the life-boats cut from the davits. 
No little delay unfortunately occurred in launch- 
ing the boats, the night being dark and foggy. 
Of the eight boats tne Pommerania carried, five 
were successfully launched, each boat holding 
twenty persons in addition tothe crew. Three 
boats were stove in while being lowered. Anoth- 
er was so heavily laden that it swamped and all 
in it bad to swim for their lives. 
SBARCHING FOR THE VICTIMS. 

Hopes are entertained that some of the sur- 
vivors may have been picked up by passing ves- 
sels. The boats of the Glengarry searched all 
uicht. Several good swimmers owe their lives 
to the long search. All on board the Pom- 
merania were aroused, and nobody was left 
sleeping. ‘

CAPT. PRITCHARD’S STORY. 

Lonpon, Nov. 26.—Capt. Pritchard, of the 
bark Noel Eilian, is very reticent, and refuses to 
show his log. He says he was going down the 
Cnanne|st five knots an hour. He was on deck. 
The Noel Eiltan had been sounding her foz-horn 
all night until the steamer’s lights were visible. 
The collision occurred almost before those on 
board the Noel Eilian were aware. The blow 
was a glancing one, the bark bounded off, and 
he did not again see the steamer. Capt. Pritch- 
ard thought he was sinking. The Noel Eilian 
was too much disabled to render assistance. 
Seven feet of her bow was carried away. Her 
lights were burning brightly at the time. She 
was sailing free on the starboard tack. The 
Pommerania ran across her bows, and came on 
to the port bow, turning her around completely, 
and then went away at full speed. He was not 
aware the Pommerania had sunk until he ar- 
rived at Folkestone. 

THE POMMERANIA’S OFFICERS AND CREW. 

The various accounts of the survivors concur 
in praising Capt. Schwensen and his officers, 
but represent that the crew only added to the 
confusion by their determination to save them- 
selves. Capt. Schwensen, to quell the excite- 
ment, told the passengers the vessel was 
arround. 

Roderick Sebneider, a passenger, states that 
the Captain, replying to repeated entreaties to 
get into one of the boats, asked them to stand 
alongside, and the mate shouted, **We have 
waited long enough.“ The Captain toid them 
to pull away a little and wait. Just then 

THE VESSEL SANK. 
As she went down Capt. Schwensen threw up 
his arms and exclaimed, *O God!” While 
the boat was rowing about, we saw mapy people 
in the water with life-preservers wrongly put 
on, so that the lower part of the body was 
floating while the head was under water. 

The conduct of the second boatswain on 
board the steamer in endeavoring to save the 
ladies was admirable, and the carpenter stood 
by with a hatchet threatening to kill anybody 
who attempted to rush into the boats. 

Mary Clymer says she was in the same berth 
with her sister Rose. They were awakened by | 
the crash, and rushed on deck, balf-dressed, to 
where the boats were being put off. They were 

re joined by their brother, who assisted her 
(Mary) into the boat. A sailor threw Rose in. 
but she 


FELL INTO THE WATER 
and had to be dragged out. 

Young Clymer, who remained on the steamer, 
seeing the boat full and the sailors trying to get 
aboard, thus emlapgering the lives of all, cut 
the ropes and set beradrift, saying Good-by 
to his saved relatives, He thought bis mother 
and other relatives were in the boat, but the 
sailors bad prevented them from gettang in. 

It is a noticeable fact that 108 sailors out of 
111 were saved.

The speech produced a deep impression.on 
the members of both Delegations by reason of 
its simplicity apd elevated tone. Several of 


the passages, espavially that referring to the

all sides, were received with cheers. 

To-day the addresses yotea from various sides 
in 2 to the opening speech were presented 
to the Diet. There are no fewer than five of 
them, the first being that of the Liberal party, 
which forms the majority of the House. It is 
drawn up in a spirit of compromise, and re- 
frains from approving or disaporoving the 
policy of the past, merely pointing out the vari- 
ous political and financial questions raised by 
the turn of events in the East and alluding to 
the sacrifices already made and still to be made. 
it gives prominesve to the temporary character 
of the occupation, alludes to the dislike 
exjsting in the country to annexation. and 
ends by expressing the hope that his Majesty 
will succeed in finding a solution equdliy ac- 
ceptable to all. The second address, that of 
the United Opposition, reviews the whole course 
of the policy jollowed in the East, and draws 
the conclusion that these who had directed that 
policy were not deserving of contidence, The 
third, that of the Extreme Left, euumerates in 
rather terser language the sifts committed by 
the Governinent, and asks his Majesty to sus- 
pend all further measures with regard to the 
occupation until the House, on the strength of 
documents laid before it, sball come to some 
decision. At the same time the formation 
of a separate Hungarian army and thie re- 
establisument of the {ull powers of Parliament 
by the abolition of the Delegations is demanded.

ASIA MINOR, 
THE SCHEME OF REFORMS ‘ACCEPTED BY THE 
PORTE. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Noy. 9.—Authentie partic- 
ulars concerning the reply of the Porte to the 
Engligh scheme of reforms in Asia Minor state 
that it is expressed in brief terms. and enume- 
rates the four fundamental polots of the 
scheme accepted by the Porte. They are as 


follows: 

1. The establishment of a gendarmery, as stip- 
ulated by England. it wii! be organized by Euro- 
pean officers, and will de de governed by regulations 
to be drawn up by the Porte, based upon the best 
European models. The draft of the regulations 
has already been submitted to the’ Sultan's sanc- 
tion. In addition to this, the Forte will appomt 
central administrative councils for the gendarm- 
ery, to which European officers wil) be attached. 

2. The Porte has modified the second point of 
the Engitsh scheme of reforms relative to judicial 
reorganization. England proposed that European 
Judges should be attached to the Assige Courts of 
each viluyet. Though not dectining this in priacti- 
ple, the Porte objects that it would be difficult to 
find Kuropean Judges sufficiently cuntersant with 
Oriental lauguages he Fursish laws to fl! such 
posts. Tue Porte. refore, proposes to appoint 
for each. vilayet two imepectors, One of whom 
would be an European, and who would be charged 
to travel from one district to another to receive 
complaints against the Judges, visit the prisous, 
and in general watch that justice -prevailed. The 

other inspector would be his coadjutor. 

3. The Porte accepts the financial reorganization 
as proposed by Enzland, although pointing out 
that it can only be applied at present in one or two 
provinces, and that the complete realization of 
this part of the scheme, as well as of the other re- 
forms, depends upon the necessarv financial means. 
The Porte, however, uncertakus to abolish the 
titaes immediately, and to replace them vy a new 
system of land takation. European controllers 
will be appointed for this purpose when the state 
of the fipances will permit. 

4. The Sultan agrees that the term of office of 
the valis dnd financial inspectors shall not be leds 
than five years, and that they can only lose their 
posts before the expiration of that time for reasons 
of state, common law crimes, or by Yoiuntary res- 
ignation,

The latest news from. Aba ban shows 
that the English main army is making rapid 
progress, and has already crossed the thirty 
miles of independent territory, reaching the 
real Afghan frontier, and, driving the Ameer's 
forces in headlong flight towards Cabul, the 
Capital, the fortress of Jelallabad having 
been evacuated. The news would seem to 
indicate that the Afghans, discouraged by 
the defection of the hill tribes, have already 
abandoned the struggle as hopeless, or else 
that there is a deeply-laid stratagem under 
this sudden flight to draw the English on to 
some sudden and unexpected catastrophe. It 
is as yet too early to predicate the Ameer's 
defeat. It must be remembered that the 
Afghans have heretofore proved themselves 
desperate fighters, and that in 1842, by seem- 
ing flight, they drew the English on into an 
ambash where 8,000 of them were massacred. 
If the Afghans submit without striking a 
blow or making a stand, it will be surprising.

THE ADVANCE IN THE VALUE OF GOLD. 
The business and the labor depression con- 


tinues in England. Every week chronicles 
fresh and heavy failures in trade and the 
suspension of large manufacturing establish- 
ments, and the consequent discharge of 
thousands of operatives. In mauy lines of 
manufacture it is no longer a question 
whether wages shall be reduced; it is a 
struggle to continue production at any 
wages. So long as the goods produced can- 
not be sold, production must decline, gnd it 
is feared that the so-called ‘ over-prpduc- 
tion” will find its result in the discharge of 
labor to an extent that must end in destitu- 
tion and suffering in districts and in wades 
hitherto exempt from such ¢alamities. / The 
London Times, commenting on the British 
trade returns for October, says: 


Three years ago it was confidently predicged by 
able political economists that the worst wagover, 
bat it has not proved to be sa The reviyal of 
trade, always at hand, has never come. Kada step 
that prices have sunk only revealed a lowe; wep 
still, and the benefits of cheapness in the ra ma 
terial have always been more than neutraliged by by 
the fail in the market prices for finished produ cts. 
The returns for October do not indicate that this 
race towards rainous values has yet ended. It is 
true that woolen goods indicate harder priceg. and 
linea and jute favrics are also higher in value; but 
it is difficult to say bow far these changes for the 
better are souad. how far merel te mporary,| since 
tney are accompanied by a fallin off in quantities 
exported, With these exceptions, prices continue 
to fall for the most part concurrently with qhanti- 
ties. For the ten months now expired the total 
exparts have amounted to £162, 182. 000, a decrease 
of £3,856,000 on the corresponding period last 
u decrease 


year} and the imports to £315, 208, 000. 
of £15, 897. 

The Bank of England rate has to be kept 
at twice that of the Dank of France in order 
to prevont a drain of gold created by this 
condition of the trade. England m now reap- 
ing the consequences of her own scheme to 
advance the value of gold by demonetizing 
silver. At the same time that silver was de- 
monet zed in the United States Germany was 

educed into the adoption of the same poli- 
since then Germauy has been 
gathering up her silver and gnloading it on 
England in place of English gold. The de- 
mand for gold has produced 4 convulsion in 
the values of all other property. Great 
Britain produces at gold cost and sells for 
gold. Her trade has been iu an exchange of 
commodities and not an exchange of coin. Her 
eustomers all over the world, whose property 
and products have been computed by silver 
values, find that gold has so far advanced in 
value that it takes from 20 to 30 per cent 
more of their labor or products to purchase 
English goods produced at gold cost than 
before silver was depreciated by demonetizu- 


ey. Ever 


means to buy is reduced in the same propor- 
tion that gol/l has advanced in value. Silver 
as WDullion has maintained its Ordinary value 
in all other commodities. Silver bullion, and 
land, and wheat, and the rdw materials of 
manufacture have maintained their ordinary 
relative values, but gold becoming scarcer, 
and the demand for it increasing, the whole 
stock being extended over a wider area, the 
value of it has increased.

gold value in 1878, “The djfference between 
their gold value ia November, 1873, and 
their present gold value marks the rise in 
the value of gold during the five years in 
which the work of demovetizing silver and 
establishing gold as the exclusive coin has 
been going on. In November, 1873, the cur- 
rency was worth 92 cents on the dollar : 
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The reader, with this list before him, can 
form an estimate of the average advance in 
the value of gold and consequent deprecia- 
tion of all other forms of property since 
Nov. 25, 1873. The gold dagie, or $10 coin, 
will purchase in November, 1878, an average 
of 40 per cent more of all manner of com- 
modities than the same coin would have 
purchased in November, 1873. That is the 
end sought by mono-metallism. Discard 
silver, make gold the exclusive coin, and its 
searcity and the increased demand for it will 
advance its value and depreciate the value of 
all other forms of property. The gold bond 
of 8100 will to-day purchase as much food, 
clothing, and land as would have cost $140 
in gold in November, 1873. Four and one- 
half per cent interest in gold in 1878 
is equal in the purchase of land and all other 
property to what 6 per cent interest in gold 
was in 1873. To pay the interest for one 
year at 8 per cent in gold on a $5,000 mort- 
gage will require in 1878 476 bushels of 
wheat, while in 1873 it would have required 
only 381 bushels. So with every other com- 
modity. It takes from 30 to 40 per cent 
more of labor and of the products of labor to 
pay a debt in gold in 1878 than it did to pay 
a like debt in gold in 1873. | ‘That is the end 
sought by the demonetizatiog of silver ; it is 
to advance the value of gold, and to depre- 
ciate the value of all kinds of property. 
Having discarded silver and made gold pay- 
ments inexorable, then the money-lender will 
commence his work of gathering in his debts, 
taking the entire property of the debtor, and 
holding a judgment over him for the sum 
which the property failed to pay. 

We trust that no man in Congress, in 
either House, who recognizes himself as a 
representative of the people, will fail to see 
that, owing to the unfriendly disposit on of 
the Treasury Department, the restoration of 
silver has been practically defeated; nor 
that he will fail to see that to ne aud 
defeat the Shylock-like scheme of the New 
York Clearing-House it is a natjonal necessity 
that before the date for the resumption of 
specie payments there be passed a law open- 
ing the doors of the mint for the unlimited 
coinage of silver dollars. Then, with that 
protection, the people can bid defiance to 
the New York bank conbinatibn and defeat 
the overwhelming calamity of mono-metal- | 
lism,—in gold. 


RAILROAD DISCRIMINATIONS AGAINST 
CHICAGO: 


1 lusiOus, aud 9 pre jartun proceadings 
that the Board of Trade may hope to bring 
the railroad. managers toa fair treatment of 
Cheapo. The tin’ is past when railrdad 
managers are to be infinenged) be moral 
suaslon; no appon to their sanse of justice 
and no remoustrance as to their ingratitude 
will affect them. But the producers and the 
shippers have the law to support them in 
ALY vesistauce they may make to this prac- 
tice of unjust discrimination. It is the duty 
of tho Borrd ot Tru e, as an association, to 
see that this law is enforced, and, if neces- 
sary, furnich the cases aud urge the prosecu- 
tion thereof, It is illegal ander the statute 
of Llinois, and we believe under the com- 
mon law, for either the Chicago, Rock 
Laland &. Pacific, or the Chicago & Northwest- 
ern, or the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy, to 
maintain a cettain rate from Couneil Bluffs to 
Chicago, aud yot haul the same amount of 
freight the same distance at a lower rate. 
lt is the duty of the Board of Trade to hunt 
up cases where such extorfiow and unjust 
diserjnination have been practiced, and 
they ¢annot be hard to find,—and then pro- 
ceed to enforce the penalties provided for by 
the State law, and institute proceedings for 
thé recovery of damages incurred from such 
extortion and unjust discrimination, A 
series of such suits pushed vigorously 
would soon result in the breaking of the 
Chicago and Omaha pool, and in the exten- 
sion of the same advantages to this city that 
are now given to competing points. Con- 
victions under our Stato law subject 
the offending corporation to heavy 
fines and 3 liahility to three times 
the amount of damages actually sus- 
tained: by the aggrieved’ party. Where 
convictions ander the State law are not 
possible, We are inclined to think that the 
United States Courts will afford the relief 
songlt, as the principles are those of the 
eonmon law, But the remedy, to be ade- 
quate and permanent, must be sought ander 
the auspices of u powerful combination like 
the Chicago Board of Trade, which can ac- 
complish more ina mouth than disjointed 
individual ellorts could accomplish in a 
year. 

The bad effects of this railroad discrimina- 
tion aguinst Chicago extend beyond the 
grain trade. Farmers and country shippers 
buy where they sell, as & rule, and if the 
farm products of the Northwest seek a 
market outside of Chicago, then the 
merchants of the Northwest will fall 
into. the habit of buying their stocks 
elsewhere. They will naturally seek 
the sume advantages in freights as are 
secured by the farmers and shippers of grain 
and produce, and they will enjoy greater 
facilities of exchange by following the move- 
ment of the crops. Self-interest, as well as 
a sense of justice, should suggest to the 
Board of ‘Trade to secure the co-operation of 
the merehants of this city and immediately 
proceed with an attack upon the pool rail- 
roads at every assailable point. 


KING-WORSHIP. 

The pomp and pageantry which have char- 

terized the reception of the Marquis of 
Lonne and the Princess Lovise in Canada 
are in striking contrast to the protestations 
of democracy which have been so profusely 
made in that quarter of her Majesty's do- 
minions. Apparently infected with the 
spirit of free institutions and popular gov- 
ernment on this side of the line, Canada has 
almost erected herself into an independent 
province, aud yet the very moment a scion 
of Royalty sets foot on her shores her 
people go wild with excitement, and mani- 
fest a spirit of Royalty-worship that falls lit- 
tle short of the idolatry with which the sav- 
age regards his fetish. This worship has not 
ouly manifested itself in salvos of artillery, 
floarish of music, arches and decorations, pa- 
rudes of guilds and societies, obeisance of 
dignitaries, dining, aud wining, and toadying 
of officials, adulation of the women, and the 
blind, headlong rush of the crazy populace, 
but in the addresses which have already 
been made. Ou the one hand, the Canadian 
officials address themselves to the Princess 
Lovisz in terms of superfluous eulogy, and 
almost ignore the presence of the Marquis, 
who has been appointed to rule over them; 


There are times when the Chicago Board 
of Trade falls lamentably short of its du- 
ties and responsibilities. It should be the 
Commercial Legislature of the: great metrop- 
olis of the Northwest, and in that capacity 
ought to be alert to every change that men- 
aces the trade of this ity, and prompt and 
vigorous in the effort . combat antagonistic 
influences. On more than one occasion, 
however, has Tun Tarsune found it neces- 
sary first to expose abuses that should have 
been discovered by the Board, and then to 
prod that Association into 4 resistance that 
should have been made voluntarily. When 
any crisis occurs in the trade of the North- 
west, the Chicago Board of Trade could af- 
ford to abandon the art of “scalping” for 
an eighth of a cent for the time being and 
devote its energies to a rectification of the 
situntion. Instead of doing so, the majority 
of its members seem to be ontirely en- 
grossed in their individual ‘‘deals,” the ag 
gregate of which are trivial and insignificant 
as compared with the great commercial in- 
terests of the city at large. 

The practice of discrimiuating against this 
city which is being carried on by the pool of 
Omaha railroads, aided to a considerable ex- 
tent by the Southwestern pool, is a matter 
which should arouse the Bonrd of Trade to 
emphatic protest aud determined resistance; 
and yet the Board goes on in the usual hum- 
dram way as if it had no responsibility for 
the commercial interests of this great city. 
This pool of the Omaha railroads has been 
in existence for several years, For a long 
time it was regarded as a legitimate combi- 
natfn for the establishment and maintenance 
of Tair rates, and so.long there was perhaps 
no reason for opposition to it. But it is 
notorious that for some time past the three 
roads in this pool bave been building, buy- 
ing, and leasing branches and connections, 
in violation of the terms of the 
pool, in order to enable themselves to 
cut under in rates, though maintaining 
the same rates to Chicago. ‘The effect of 
this is inevitably to divert the trade from 
Chicago. Grain will find its way to the 
East by Peoria, Joledo, $t. Louis, or any 
otherpiace in preference to Chicago, if it can 
go cheaper than by coming to Chicago; and, 
so long as the three Omaha roads maintain 
steady high rates on Chicago business, but 
severally offer cheaper rates around Chicago, 
and allow independent roads to do the same, 
a decline in trade must bo expected which 
only needs continuance to be fatal. This 
pool has ceased to subserve the legitimate 
purpose for which it was orgavized, but its 
maintenance requires the | to dis- 
eruninate against this city iu order to com- 
pete for the Western business at lower rates. 
This condition of things justifies a demand 
for an abandonment of the pool, and this 
demand should be made and way be on- 
forced by the Chicago Board of Trade,

Even the Jews were 
not satisfied until Samven bad chosen and 
anointed a King for them; Samvet, who 
had been a just and upright Judge, warned 
them of tho consequences, and the Lord, 
speaking through Samvet, warned them 
that the King would impress their 
sons into his arsties, and would 
et them to ear his ground, and to reap his 
harvest, and to make his instruments of war 
and instruments of his chariots” ; 
would take your daughters to be con- 
fectionaries, and to be cooks, and to be 
bakers”; and that he would take the tenth 
of their seed. and sheep, and the best of 
their fields, vineyards, and oliveyards and 
give them to his officers and servants; but it 
made no impression upon the Israelites,, who 
replied: ** Nay; but we will have a King.” 
They had their Kings, and a nice time they 
had with them. The Jews were not singu- 
lar in their King-worship; indeed, being con- 
stantly at war with the surrounding nations, 
it was natural that they should want a wars 
like, powerful King to lead them. All tue 
nations of the earth have followed in their 
wake. 
blindly worshiped their Sultans, the hun- 
dreds af millions. of Chingse have 
erfal, and intelligent nation of Russia 
never stops. t) question the divine 
right or absolute way of the Czar. It was

thrown to him from the Royal table. The 
critics have demonstrated that Suaksrzanz 
hated the common people. and was a 
fawning, servile adorer of Royalty, who 
would even have gohe further than 
Ratercn and thrown himself into the puddle 
rather than Epizasera should dampen Ler 
Roya! soles. Bismarck, in an extract we 
have already quoted from Dr. Boscn's new 
book, draws a seathing pictura of Vox Hum- 
BOLDT, who was never happy except when he 
was basking in the Royal presence, though 
Royalty always snubbed him, and that he 
was always miserable and unhappy when ont 
of the sunshine of the Court. The excep- 
tions to this infatuation for Royalty are 
isolated individuals, and in these cases the 
aversion to Kings is as deadly as the worship 
of Kings on the other hand fs blind. The 
Italian assassin who sought to kill Homsgrr 
the other day at Naples is an instance. He 
had no other reason to offer than that he did 
not like Kings, and with him it was a suf- 
ficiopt reason, ahd the same that actuated 
the would-be assassins of Preperrex WII HAM 
and ALPHONSO. 

The people of America “are “ perhape the 
least devoted to Royalty of any of the nations, 
and fought the most desperately to be freed 
from its rule. Upon the anniversary of that 
freedom we indulge in eloquent apostrophes 
to Liberty, commend the glories of free in- 
stitütions, and vaunt the superiority of our 
Government to that of the effete monarchies. 
Nevertheless it always happens that the 
noisiest repnblican patriot is always the de- 
voutest worshiper of Royalty when its rep- 
resentative sets foot upon our shores, The 
visits of the Prince of Wals and the Duke 
Aexts, and even the very ordinary King of 
the Sandwich Islands, and the Emperor of 
Brazil, need only to be recalled to prove the 
truth of the assertion, while if it were to be 
announced in to-morrow’s Tripunze that the 
Princess Lou would visit Chicago to spend 
the holidays, there would be such a flutter 
of bxeitement as has not been witnessed since 
the time when the Prince of Waxes arrivedin 
Chicago, and evsry man, woman, and child 
nearly broke his or her republican neck trying 
to see him. The receptions, soirees, rush and 
crush, addresses, speeches, gush, and non- 
sense would be appalling, and, if the Prin- 
cess should condescend to adorn the parlors 
of any private residence and hold her little 
court there for an evening, the lady owning 
that particular piece of real estate would 
have nothing more worth living for in this 
world. Nor would the adoration be confined 
to Wat we are pleased to denominate as the 
aristocratic circles of Chicago for BrincGer, 
the servant girl, and Mrs. Cnœsus would run 
un even race to get sight of the live daughter 
of alive Queen. Consequently, King-wor- 
ship being a weakness of human nature, the 

Canadians, who owe political submission to 
her Majesty, are hardly to be blamed, not- 
withstanding all their protestations of de- 
mocracy, for their head-over- heels devotion to 
her Majesty’s daugh ter, and their relegation 
of her Majesty’s son-in-law to his familiar 
second fiddle. 


THE “SILVER CRAZE.” 

The New York Vation has a habit of con- 
fusing epithets with arguments in any 
discussion which it undertakes. Its sense of 
superiority is always insolent and offensive, 
but never more inconsistent than when it 
grows vituperative over an issue which calls 
for rgasou and facts instead of exhibitions of 
bad temper. In its latest number it talks of 
the “silver craze,” and of the “ gravity cf 
the insane,” and of Sancho finance in an 
irrational way, and supplements this high- 
toned logie by the most fatal admissions. 
For instance, it admits that. the silver dollar 
is now in circulation at par with gold; it 
could not well deny this. It could 
not cite any ordinary transaction 
in which the silver dollars would not 
serve the same monetary function as the gold 
dollars ; indeed, so long as there are only 
$20,000,000 of standard silver dollars in ex- 
istence, and only $4,000,000 of these out- 
side the Treasury vaults, it would be a diffi- 
cult matter for any combination, including 
the Secretary of the Treasury, to place them 
at a discount. But the Nation thinks it has 
found a weak spot in Tux Tripunr’s asser- 
tion that 8300, 000,000 of silver can be main- 
tained at par with gold, because, forssoth, 
such assertion is a ‘tacit admission that, if 
we coin silver ad Gditum, it will not stay at 
par with gold.” If the Nation assents to 
the proposition that $300,000,000 of 
silver can be maintained at par with 
gold, then why shonld the country 
be kept in a state of agitation, 
the work of resumption imperiled, the law 
of thé land defied, and trade and commerce 
distuxbed by a movement on the part of the 
New York banks to discriminate against the 
820,000,000 of silver now coined? If the 
Nation disputes that $500,000,000 of silver 
can be kept at par with gold in this country, 


| then it substitutes its own puerile ‘* proph- 


o for the logic of solid experience. 
The latest finance statement which comes 
from Trance shows that not only $300,000,- 
000 but $600,000,000 of silver is there kept 
at per with gold, and that $550,000,000 of 
this sum consists of full legal-tender silver. 
At least $300,000,000 of this silver are in 
active circulation among the French people. 
Does the Nation contend, while France with 
its 46,000,000 of population can “keep 
$500,000,000 of silver in active .cir- 
culation and employ nearly as much 
more as reserves without driving out gold, 
that the United States with 46,000,000 can 
not do the same? If this is the position of 
the Nation, the public will demand some- 
thing more than an epithet, a sneer, or a 
mere assertion to convince it. If the Valion 
demurs that France has stopped the cvinage 
of silver, the auswer is that the Uniicd States 
max also stop the comage of silver, if it shall 
be desirable to do g after the double sland- 
ard si:pil have been equally well established;

legal-tender silver in the couniryas France 
now has.

City-Marshail Loyd arrested Lang- 
hain, who was committed to jail to await a pre- 
lintivary trial. The affair created a great deal of 
excitement, and the murderer would have been 
lynched had he not been burried away. Lank- 
ham’s mlstress, a negress named Harriet Sam- 
dle, with whom he has lived fur vears, was ar- 
rested for alleged complicity iu the crime and 
jailed. The jury in the case of McAndrews re- 
turned a verdict that he came to his death at 
the hands of Langham, whose action was un- 
justifigble. In the cause of Keister the jury de- 
clined to express an Opinion about the justifia- 
bility of the act.. McAndrews came to Nash- 
ville from Louisville several weeks ago. since 
which time be hag been working. Keister was 
formerly a resident of Bowling Green,.Ky., and 
was regauled as a genial! aud honorable man. 
The bodies are lying in Comb’s undertaking es- 
tablishment. Laugham is a desperate charac- 
ter, and nas been wixed up in numerous diffi- 
culties. He'shota brakeman named Hyde two 
years ago, and stabbed a negro afterwards, pro- 
ducing wounds which resulted fatally. 

Keister has a brother and sister in Cincinnati, 
and sisters in Baltimore. It wag thought Lang- 
ham would-be mobbed to-night, but it was 
rumored that he bad been rémoyed to the Peni- 
tentiary for safety, and at midnight the city is 
quiet, and no fears of lynching are entertained. 

EMBEZZLEMENT.

KaLaMazoo, Mich., Noy. 26.—Lyman K. 
Holmes, the Township Treastrer of Bloom- 
ingdale, Van Buren County, who claimed that 
he was robbed of $800 last spring, an account 
of which apveared in Tun Lame at the 
time, was to-day arrested by Sheriff Gates, of 
this county, for the embezzlement of the sum 
mentioned, while R. M. Brown ‘and R. K. Ray- 
lie were at the same time arrested as conspira- 
tors in the crime. A short time after the al- 
leged taking of the $800 last spring Holmes 
came to Kalamazoo and offered Sheriff Gates 
a large reward if he would ferret out the 
robbers. His appearance at the time excited 
the suspicion of Gates, who communicated his 
suspicions to the officers of Bloomingdale, ho 
at once put the case in his hands to work up 
Evidence so positive and conclisive had accumu- 
lated through nis efforts that the important ar- 
rests alluded to were made this morning. Their 
examination will be at Paw Paw, the county- 
seat of Van Buren County, in a dav or two. 
Brown isthe defeated Greenbatk candidate for 
Prosecuting Attorue in Van Buren County. He

MATRICIDE,

Detroit, Mich., Nov. 26.—William H. Lang- 
witch, charged with killing his aged mother, 
was convicted of murder in the second degree 
to-day. The evidence was purely circumstantial, 
but convincing. Langwitch was a dissolute 
fellow, who lived with his mother. Both were 
addicted to drink. One night cries of murder 
were heard, but no attention was paid to them, 
they being of frequent occurrence in the neigh- 
borhood. Next moruia the old woman was found 
dead on the floor, her neck broken, her skull 
crushed in, and her body covered with bruises. 
Langwitch claimed that she fell out of bed and 
received the injuries. At the inquest his little 
4-year-old daugater said he jumped on aud 
kicked her grandma, and then made her (the 
child) hold a candle while be wiped up the 
bloud. Owing to her tender years she was not 
placed on the stand, but the other testimony 
was sullicient to convict.

THE RAILROADS. 
HOW TO STEAL -A RAILROAD. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
SPRINGFIELD, i. Nov. %.—The Paris 
& UDanville Rallroad“ was put into the 
bands of a Receſyer two or three years ago. 
Since then, periodically, there has been a fight 
for the control of the road by rival lines, par- 
ticularly the Chicago & Eastern I livois, for- 
merly Chicago, Danville & Vincennes, and the 
Wabash Railways. A decree was issued from 
the United States Circuit Court, Judge Treat 
presiding, ordering the road and its franchises 
to be sold Sept. 4 last. The sale, however. act- 
ually took place Qct. 23 last. Judge Treat’s 
clerk, John A. Jones, acting as Master, sold the 
coucern to Charles Ridgley, of Springfield, for 
$301,000. The rule of the Court allows thirty 
days in which to file exceptions to a decree of 
sate, and as that limit expired Saturday, 
but at a late hour in the evening Charles 
B. Wick, of the firm of Wick, Ridgway & 
Co., New York, appeared and filed with the 
Clerk a bill of exceptions to the sale. it re- 
cites: 1. A general objection to confirmation of 
sale to said Ridgiey. Taey are the owners of 
450 of the bonds secured by the mortgave being 
foreciosed, together witn the coupons duc since 
January, 1873, or the holders of one-fifth of the 
entire issue. 3. The price bid for the property 
is excessively and inadequately low, and tar be- 
low the actual value of the road. 4. After de- 
ducting the Receiver’s debts and suppl vy-claims, 
the price to be paid by Ridgley would only be 
about $40 to a $1,000 bond. 5. ‘Lhe iron rails 
are worth more than that sum. 6. The coal 
lands and improvements cost more than Ridg- 
ley's bids The Special Masters, Thornton and 
Eads, appraised the road and ics franchises at 
$350,000, and no excefPtion was ever taken to 
that estimate. But the true reason assigned by 
these exceptants is as follows: Said property 
was bid off by Charies Ridgiev, who is now a 
Director in the Wabash Company; that such 
urchase was trade by him in secret trust for 

ou Humphrey, A. L. Hopkins, Morris K. Jes- 
sup, and other Direvtors of the Wabash Rail way, 
aud that puch corporation has already substau- 
tially agreed to buy or lease such property at a 
J. of 8600, 000, or twice the said 
U 


Other matters are therein set forth, all tend- 
ing to show bow a-railroad could be stolen. It 
is alleged by Wick that he and his associates 
contracted with one W. B. Cutting, rich 
mau.“ to bid the road up to $400,000, but on 
the day of sale Cutting, without any notice to 
these .acceptants, and most unexpectedly to 
them, bid only $800,000, and then stopped.” 
Wick believes Cutting was tampered with by 
the Wabash people. 3 

The attorneys to-dav, by mutual agreement 
fixed upon Dec. 18 as the day when argument 
would be made on the honesty and justice of 
the sale to Charles Ridgiey. There were pres- 
ent Jadge Whicehead, representing 
Wicks, Rigdway & Co., of New York, 
exceptants, dudge Gallagher, of Decatur, 
representing Receiver Eads, Judge Henry, of 
Shelbyville, representing the stockholders, Jo- 
seph B. Mann, of Danville. representing the 
Danvilie Banking & Trust Company, holders 
of $867,000 of Paris & Danvyiile bonds 
and coupons, and Haygreen & Lit- 
ter, representing Cuaries Ridgley, 
the purchaser. The advanced date fixed for 
hearing this highiy-important case is evidence 
of its iegal importance. The road was project- 
ed asa purely local Illinois road, and its pro- 
posed diverson to a foreign and unprofitable 
use will be contested by the stockholders 
at every step. One noticeable feature. 
however, of the proceedings to-day, was the 
absence of John C. Short, of Danville; Hiram 
Sandford, of Paris: and Egbert Callaghan, of 
Robinson, the men who built the Paris & 
Danville Railroad with private subscriptions 
and proclaimed it a feeder to Chicago. 
it is a North and South road, and 
never would bave gone a mile south of Vermil- 
ion County if it had been known its projectors 
were only agents of the Wabash Railway. John 
C. Short, its President, has left the country, 
but Hiram Sandford and Egbert Callaghan still 
live on its line, and they ought to let Judge 
Treat know what was the intention of the 
Paris & Danville charter obtained by the late 
Senator Tincher after a hard fight. James A. 
Kads was appointed Keceiver Aus. 
11, 1875. Since then he has, by 
order of the Court, issued $200,000 in 
certificates to apply on construction aud operat- 
ing expenses. At the same time be was ap- 
pointed Receiver of the road be was also ap- 
pointed Receiver of Hiram Sandford & Co., who 
were the Construction Company of the road. 
This latter Company was made up of 
nine of the wealthiest citizens residing 
on the line of the road. Of this Construction 
Company, all equally liable for its debts, Hiram 
Sandford alone returned any assets to Receiver 
Eads, nor has he forced any one of them to do 
so. Jonn C. Short, of Dauville, the President 
of the Company, never even deigned to make 
areport. ‘The question may arise, Is not Eads 
liable onh ls bond of $75,000 for his open and 
contessed failure to collect from all the mem- 
bers of the firm as he aid from Sandford?! There 
are two other important legal points to be 
passed upon in this case. First, Sandford 
& Co., sinbve the appomtment of Eads, 
have gone into bankruptcy. Now, can a man 
who makes a voluntary assignment of all his 
estate and personal eifects claim the benefit of 
the Bankrupt act,he having dispossessed himself 
of his property; second, will the court in bank- 
ruptcy, which is the District Court, entertain 
jurisdiction or adjudicate upon a case which is 
by an act of the partics on both sides, and 
by an order of Court, pending in the United 
States Circuit Court, involving the same parties 
and the same subject matter? These poiuis are 
made and telegraphed because the possession of 
the Paris & Danville Railroad is now being 
hardly contested, and as evidence that whocver 
gets it gets also au interminable lawsuit, whica 
will rival the Circumlocution Oilice. 


THE NEW WABASH ROAD TO CHI- 
CAGO, 

There can be nolonger any aoubt that the 
Wabash Railroad really means to come into this 
city. The negotiations and arrangements for 
carrying out this project have nearly all been 
consummated, and itis asserted that the new 
line will be in operation early next spring. Col. 
F. E. Hinckley, formerly President aud _princi- 
pal owner of the Chicago & Paducah Railroad, 
confirms the report that this line has been ac- 
quired by the Wabash. The latter will pay for 
it by an issue of 5 per cent bonds at the rate of 
$14,000 per mile; in all about $1,040,000. That 
portion of this road between Bement, III., and 
Strawn, III., will be used asa part of the new 
line to Chicago. From Strawn to Thornton the

5 GOULD’S SCHEMES. 

Great efforts are just now being made by Jay 
Goujd to bull the Union Pacific stock by spread- 
ing yumors of immense schemes that will con- 
tinue the Union -Paeific in the sole possession of 
all the traffic to the Pacific coast, Whereby the 
Atchison, Topeka. & Santa Fe and other rival 
lines wil be prevented from ever forming a 
through line to California. Among the latest 
of these rumors are that Mr. Gould has secured 
the Lake Shore & Michigan Southern, and also 
that he is about to purchase or obtain control of 
the Central Pacific Railroad: Both these ru- 
mors are so intensely absurd and sensational 
that the true reason for spreading them Can 
readily be seen by any one not entirely devoid 
of common sense, It has been kiiown for 
the last six mouths that Juy Gould is pinched, 
having suffered great losses in stock specula 
tioos. During the last few months Gould bas 
been forced to let go of the Denver & Rio 
Grande and allow it ta be vobbled up by his 
most werful rival,—the Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa Fe Railroad. The Kansas Pacific Ruilroad 
is also gradually slipping out of his héhds. 
Then it is contidently asserted that he has lost 
control of the Chicago & Northwestern aud 
the Chicago, Ruck Island & Pacific Raiiroads, 
and that he will be forced out of the Directory 
of these rpads at the next annual election. Mr. 
Gould is known to have unloaded lately large 
amounts of Union Pacific stock, and to keep up 
its value the rumors of new combinations and 
accessions are spread broa‘icast by his friends, 
conspicuous among whom are Messrs,, Sidney 
Dulon, 8. H. H. Clark, and E. P. Vining, of the 
Union Pacific Road. Mr. Gould evidently means 
to sell a large amount of Union Pacific stock at 
high figures, then force the stock down again, 
and buy it back at the lowest prices, thereby 
hoping to retrieve his fortunes. To purchase 
the Lake Shore & Michigan Southern would 
take more money than be and bis friends woula 
be able to command, let atone his reported 
scheme of securing control of the Soutbern Pa- 
cific, by far the wealtmest railrvad corporation 
in the 2 The idea that the owners of 
the Southern Pacific, which extends all through 
the Pacific States, would sell out to Gould, and 
allow their property to be run by the Union 
Pacitic managers, is so preposterous that no one 
can believe such a thing possible for one mo- 
ment.

RIOT-MONEY. 


Ought a Railroad to Receive Pay for the 
Transportation of Troops to Maintain Its 
Own Rights?

SPRINGFIELD, III., Nov. 26.—One of the ex- 
citing questions to come up for consideration by 
the next General Assembly will be the one of 
pay for transporting troops used to quell the 

July, 1877, riots. The bills of the several roads 

engaged in this transportation, except the Chi- 

eago, Rock Island & Pacific, are now in the 
bands of their respective attorneys and will be 
prosecuted for payment. The Wabash claim is 
something over $2,000, and the total amount 
will reach $11,000. From one of these attorneys 
your correspondent learns that the Adjutant- 
General and Governur will submit 
claims without recommendation, except 
as to indorsing the number of troops 
and miles transported as correct. Hav- 
ing no former experience with such claims, it is 
quite certain that many legislators will object to 
pay one dollar out of the Treasury for railways 
transporting troops to protect their own prop- 
erty. On the otber hand, the railways will 
maintain that it is the general public—the State 

—which is always and aitogether interested in 

keeping open lines of travel. Demagogery 

will also have something to do with tbe discus- 
sion of the question in the General Assembly. 

The amount is small to-day, but, if paid, will 

establish a precedent for future heavy drafts on

COMPROMISE, 

The Great Cincinnati Seandal Hushed Up 
by Payment to the Wronged Woman of 
$3,850—Outlines of the Original Case.

Dftkey scandal case was settled by compromise 

at Hamilton this afternoon. Nothing that ever 

occurred in Miami Valley nas caused more sor- 
row and bitterness of feeling to a great number 

of people than this case. Titus, the son of a 

wealthy paper-manufacturer, was married some 

time ago to an heiress of Indiana. Not long 
after his marriage two suits were brought 
against him by Miss Dickey, who had for years 
been a noted belle in Cincinnati. aud Middle- 
town society. One of the suits was for 
bastardy, and the other for breach of promise. 

The latter was tried last spring, and resulted 

in a verdict of 66,000 for the plaintiff. Im- 

mediately young Titus went into bankruptcy to 

avoid payment ot the judgment, and Miss 

Dickey was unable to collect the money. A 

second suit was to have begun ay. Whenit 

was called, however, the announcement was 
made that a compromise had beeu reached, Miss 

Dickey agreeing to * $3,850. and withdraw 

all suits aud claims. Tbe complieations grow- 

ing out of this suit have been endless. The 
cause of each of the principals was taken up by

Men Who Spend @ Year in 
Arraignment.

The right to a “speedy trial,“ which is sup- 
posed to be grantéd by law to every criminal, 
and which is one of the boasted privileges al- 
leged to flow from our republican institutions, 
isa very pretty sounding phrase, theoretically 
and of itself, but in actual practice has come to 
be looked upon as more or less of a nullity. A 
fair sample of “the law’s delay” may be bad 
by a glance at the criminal business of the Fed- 
eral Courts. A petty offender is arrested, say 
for counterfeiting, or gutting mail-bags, or 
selling liquor on the = sly, without a li- 
cense. He is yanked up before. Hoyue, 
held to await the action of the next Grand 
Jury, finds it impossibie to give bail, aud is 
taken over the river, where he does await the 
action of the Grand Jury, and generally awaits 
it a long time, too. In fact, he may wait around 
until he has. served out the time which a ver- 
diet of guilty for his offense would have enti- 
tled bim to. If the period of incarceration is 
less, he is allowed“ so much on bis sentence. 
It u should happen to be equal, his sentence is 
practically nullified. ' But this, of course, 
is on the supposition that ne 
is guilty, and that the petit jury 80. 
finds him. It is quite possible, however, to 
imagine a case in which the innocent might drag 
out his time in jail, waiting for a Grand Jury 
to pass on his case and an o ty to be 
tried. Then, if finally acquitted, he can grin 
and bear ic with the resignation of a martyr 
aud the conscivusness, for him, that there is no 
drawback check, as it were, no allowance, uo re- 
course, no anything. This is an extreme case, 
to be sure, but the principle of the thing holds 
good.and demands a reform in the method of 
criminal proceedings which shall make tbe 
speedy trial“ no hollow mockery, no windy 
promise, but an actual guarantee of a not dis- 

tant reality. “And 

THE FIRST STEP IN THE WAY OF REFORM 
can only come from a more frequent calling of 
a Federal Grand Jury. At present this matter 
of cailing juries rests wholly within the discre- 
tion of the Court, Sec. 810 of the Revised stat- 
utes laying down the law as to the summoning 

of Grand Jurors after the following fashion: 
Tbe Grand Jary shall be summoned to attend

Judges of such Circuit Court, or the Judge of such 
district, in his own diseretion, or upon a notifica- 
tion by the District Attorney, that such jury will 

needed, orders a venire to issue therefor. And 
either of the said Courts may in turn order a Grand 
Jury to be summoned at such time, and to 
serve such time, as it may direct, whenever in its 
judgment it may be proper todo so. But nothing 
herein shail operate to extend beyond the time 
permitted by law the imprisonment before inaict- 
ment found of a person accused of a crime or of- 
tense, or the time during which a person so accused 
may by held under recognizance before indictment 
found. 

The last Federal Grand Jury was the first 
called within a year, 

ON THE 23D OF JANUARY 
last a man by the name of 
CHARLES A NAMUTH 

was arrested for stealing letters. He was ac- 
corded a preliminary hearing before Hoyne, was 
held in bail which be could not furnish, and of 
course went to jail.. He has been there ever 
since, and bas a prospect of remaining there un- 
til some time in January or February, when the 
petit jury in the District Court will begin to 
grind out criminal eases at the rate of one or 
more a day. The late Grand Jury returned an 
indictment against him Oct. 15, but, for all that, 
it will have been a year from his arrest before 
he gets the speedy trial“ granted by law. The 
penalty of being unabie to get bail, it will be 
seen, is sometimes not to be lightiy considered; 
and it is equally outrageous that, where one 
does get bail, one must wait montus and months 
to know one’s fate at the Grand Jury’s hands, 
aud months and months thereaiter, in case of 
indictment. for his trial. 

The case of Namuth is a peculiarly marked

on a system of things which allows these crim- 
inal cases to drag on month after month during 
which men are either deprived of their personal 
liberty or put on a sort of anxious-seat, while a 
case involving the right and title to an interest 
in a patent fiy-trap may exhaust the windy elo- 
quence of two or three high-priced lawyers and 
the time and patience of the Court. ward J. 
Lee, a notorious counterfeiter, a“ coney man 
who would die of moral suffocation if he 
couldn't, when free, turn out counterfeit nickels 
by the hundred, was arrested March 20, 1878, and 
has been in jail ever since.

Of the other indicted, 
Daniel Cainon and James Keilaber, two boys 
who broke into tne Aurora Post-Office, 
have been languishing in Kern’s Hotel since 
Aug. 24: Charles Watson. a counterfeiter, since 
Aug. 27; and Mary Ann Watson, same offense, 
has been out on baii since that date. Hugh 
Cooper, for stealing maii-matter from the mail- 
bags, has been out on bail since June 20; Fer- 
dinand II. Blaedel, of N Lake, for opening 
letters, since April 30; Elizabeth Smith, of 
Elgin, for depositing obscene matter in {the 
maiis, since Aug. 80: George C. King, for 
ing a counterfeit National-bank note, since May 
11; Henry Bell, for having same with intent to 
pass, since April 9; Julian P. Kelly, pass- 
ing counterfeit money, since July 15;

The leading produce markets were steadier 
yesterday, withthe exception of barley, which 
varied a little more than the recent average un of 
that very variable article. Wheat and corn sold 
higher, and there was little change in pork prod- 
ucts, The markets m England and New York were 
favorable to an advance in breadstuffs if there had 
been no advance in freight rates, but the one about 
yeutralized the other. More No, 2 spring wheat 
was reported shipped, and it was understood to 
have been determined last week to ship out about 
1, 000, O00 bu altegether, but the programme was 
interfered with by the advance in lake freights. 
There was some uneasiness about the war situation 
in the Old World, but it did not take definite shape. 

In dry-gouds circles the quiet usual to the sea 
son continues. Few buyers are to be seen, and 
the orders by maii are only for such amounts as 
are needed for the pursuance of current trade. 
Groceries were in very good general demand, and 
were steadily held, as a rule. The butter market 
was fairly active and firm for choice and fancy 
grades, but was dull and unsettled for grades be- 
low choice, stocks of which are steadily accumu- 
lating. Cheese was quoted dull, with fine goods 
alone exhibiting any firmness. Ip the dried-fruit 
trade there was fair activity, forcign varieties re- 
ceiving the most attention. Prices are well sup 
ported, except for raisins. There was a quiet and 
upchangea market for fish. Oils met with a fair 
seasonabic demand, ,with lard and neats{oot quoted 
lower, and linseed and turpentine firmer. Leather, 
bagging, tobacco, coal, aud wood were quiet and 
uncaanged. 

The lumber market was steady. Trade at the 
yards is fair for the time of year, and prices more 
uniform than a few weeks ago. Atthe docksa few 
cargoes are received eacn day, and sell readily, the 
standard stuff bringing full recent prices. The de- 
mand for hides is fair, at a further reduction in 
prices, which is occasioned by larger receipts and 
the dullness of the tanning business, The sales 
of broom-corn continue fair, though the Eastern 
trade will probably drop off now that the season of 
higher freights is at hand. The market is casy on 
account of the large receipts. Hay was quiet and 
easy, except upland, which is a scarce article this 
year. The demand for some kinds of poultry was 
fair, dressed having the preference, and live stock 
was depressed by heavy offerings. 

Lake freights were quiet and a shade firmer, the 
base rates being about ue on corn and 6\%c on 
wheat to Buffalo. There was some uncertainty, 
however, as it was understood that most of the 
chartering now being done is for grain to lie in 
harbor in Buffalo through the winter, and make 
direct transfer to cars iu the spring. Room was 
taken for v0, 000 ba wheat and 44, 000 bu corn.

THE HALL ESTATE. 
HOW SHALL THE MORTGAGE BE PAID! 

Elbridge G. Hall, of the wholesale hardware firm 
of Hall & Kimbark, died on the Iath day of April, 
1877. He had been one of the earliest settlers of 
Chicago, and had long been regarded as one of the 
substantial business men of the growing city. Soon 
after his death his executors, W. II. Ryder, Edson 
Keith, and James H. Swan, caused his will to be 
proved iu the Probate Court. the bonds being fixed 
ut $400, 000, which, as is usual, was double the 
estimated value of Bis property. As it was a 
peculiar will, some of ?t provisions may be quoted: 
To his wife, Addic M. Hall, he gave his wearing 
apparel and persona! effects, his residence on the 
corner of Wabash avenue und Peck court (whose 
mammoth size and sombre appearance is familiar 
to all frequenters of the avenue), 300 shares of 


$100 each in the First National Bank. valued 
at $75 above par, 100 shares of 3100 
each of the capital stock of the 
Chamber of Commerce, valued at $70 a share. and 
$50. 000 in casu. He alse bequeathed 100 Cham- 
ber of Commerce shares to bis sister, Fannie G. 
Hall: $3,000 to the Trustees of Gruceland Ceme- 
tery for keeping nis final resting-piace in good re- 
pair; $5,000 to his niece, Mary Smith, of Onio; 
35,000 to his niece, Mrs. Frances Underwood; 
$5, 000 to his mece. Ella Cobb; $5,000 to Str. B. 
F. Underwood; $5,000 to bis nephew, 8. W. Par- 
eons: $5,000 to the Old Ladies Home; $5, 000 to 
the Hospital for Women and Children; $40,000 to 
Lombard University; $5,000 to the Institution 
tor Protestant Deaconesses, established in uc- 
cordance with the plan of Dr. Witham Passavant. 
of Pittsburg; $10,000 to the First Universalist 
Church; $5,000 to the Third Universalist Charc®; 
$10, 000 to the Board of Trustees of the Universal- 
iat Convention for the support of superannuated 
clergymen; and the residue of his vroperty to the 
same Board of ‘'rustees for the education of young 
men to the ministry. 

This will was made in 1873, before the financial 
panic. ‘The shrinkage of values that followed that 
vroudious period caused Mr. Hall to add a codici! 
in 1874, by which he reduced the bequest to Lom- 
bard University from $40, 000 to $20. 000; he also 
annulled the bequest to the ** Protestant Deacoa- 
esses ; he revoxed the bequests to the First and 
Third Universalist Churches; and reduced ine sum 
previously given to the Universalist Board of Trast- 
ves from $10,000 to 5. 000. For some reason un- 
explained, he added another codicil in tif follow- 
ing year, by which he again reduced the bequest to 
Lombari University, making the conation $10, - 
000: the extra $10, 000 he divided between nis wife 
and the First Universalist Church Society. This 
codicil bore the date of Nov. 20. 1875. 

TUE SCHEDULE OF HIS PROPERTY, 

filed after his death by his executors, included 
32.772 worth of furniture and paintings, the Wa- 
bash avenue house, six lots in Ilyde Park and about 
fifteen city lots, notes to the amount of $23, 300. 

most of them marked good,“ fifty shares of First 
Nuttonal Bank stock (he had evidentiy disposcd of 
the other 250 shares mentioned in the will), twea- 
ty-two shares of $50 each of the Logansport Manu- 
facturing Company, vatued at 70 cents on the dol- 
lar, 190 shares of Chamber of Commerce stock held 
by the State Savings Institution as collateral secu— 
ritv for Hall's note for $12, 000. fifty shares of 5100 


each of the American Bridge Company, valued at 50 


cents on the doliar, an: 700 shares of $100 each of 
the Chicago & Bureau Valley Coal Company, valacd 
ut $1 a ehare. . 

This statement indicated a great falling-oif iu the 
value of the estate, and probably if Mr. Ilail nad 
lived another year be would have had to revise his 
entire will. Bat the executors’ scheuule was filed 
at atime when realestate had reached its lowest 
mark. From that schedule the executors omitted. 
singularly enough, the large five-story building 
known as Nos. 80, 82. and S84 Michigan avenue, 
snd occupied as the hardware store of tlall & Kim- 
bark. Their reason for such omission douabiless 
was because the edifice was mortgaged tor 860, Oo, 
which was more than its estimated vaiuc, 

It is about thie building thata suit has been be- 
gun by Mr. George Scovil in behalf of the mort- 
gagee, Quincy A. Shaw, of Boston. Early in 
L873, while it was still in the process of erection, 
Mr. Hall, being pressed for funds, borrowed 
$60,000 of Mr. Snaw. giviog him a mortgage oa 
the property for that amount. The building was 
tuen supposed to ve worth 5120. 00. Shortlvatter, 
however, came the panic and the subsequent fail 
in the price of real estate. Mr. IIall's note, bear- 
ing date Sept. 15, 1873, fell due Sept. 15, 1878, 
and the suit to foreclose has accordingly been com- 
menced. Now. this case of itself wouid be of no 
genera: interest Were it not for one feature. The 
hoider of Mr. Hall's note, deine doubtral of the 
building bringing 360,000 on a forced sale, has 
caused the

thus jeopardizing the charitable bequests which 
Mr. Hall made in his will. It is not probable tha! 
any oojection will be made by the defense, revre- 
sented by Mr. W. 8.

THEIR CLAIMS IGNORED. 
Quinn’s Chapel. on Fourth avenue, which has so 


often resounded wich the amens of the colored 
Methodists of the South Side, was yesterday even- 
ing the scene of One of the livéliest of political 
mectings.

C. H. Jackson was elected Chairman, and Paul 
Jones Secretary. 

After some desultory talk, a committee, consisting 
of J. Houser. J. L. Grigsby, Robert C. Waring, 
W. A. Baker. and W. S. Johnson, was appointed 
to draft revolutions. 

While the Committeemen were deliberating 
several speeches were made. J. L. Campbel! was 
tirst called oat, and said this was a most momentous 
epoch, as far as the colored people of Chicago were 
concerned. When they looked abroad and saw 
that there was no such thing as political liberty 
in the South, they were likely to feel indignant; 
yet the little chance for progress that the colored 
people had, taey nad derived from the Republican 
‘arty. He did not expect to get any personal 
bencũt out of that party, nor did he think that the 
colored people veneraliy need expect very 
much from that source: but he still ctung to 
that party because it had a record. It haa 
always been the friend of the colored people, and 
ihe Thirteenth, Fourteenth, and Fifteenth Amend- 
ments were the brightest pages in its Listory. 
Under the present Administration the colored peo- 
ple of the South were being crushed and politically 
destroyed, yet that Administration was doing 
harm to the Republican party, and was opposed to 
ite mterests. Hence they should not blame the 
tepuvlican party, which was generally in favor of 
their riguts. If they should leave tue Republican 
pary, where could they go’ There was certainly 
no other party but was antagonistic to their 
interests. True, the party had not done well by 
the colored people for the past two or three years, 
but tnat was no reason for them to secede and join 
a party which had always been tueir enemy. They 
nad nothing to expect from the Democratic party, 
and, as for the Greenoack party, it had notn- 
ing for itself, not to say for anyoody 
else, It was therefore the business of the colored 
people to stick to the Republican party. Ile ad- 
vised them to stay by their colors, and if they got 
no favors this year. they might next year. He 
was proud of the colored man; he considered him 
the grandest product of the nineteenth century. 
lie had only been enfrancaised a few years, and 
look at the progress tnat he had made! All be 
asked was a clear field and a fair fight. 

Whe Kev. J. C. Booth, pastor of the colored 
congregation of Quinn’s Chapel, was the next 
speaker. Ile said that the Republican party had 
not dope as mach for them as they expected, vut 
yet they could not do better than remain with ic. 
W bere self-interest was concerned, it was always 
best to work in unison, and he did not believe it 
was time yet for them to divide their strength. 
They were not yet out of the woods. He 
himselé had not. mixed much in politics. 
but he believed such meetings as this were of great 
benefit, and he proposed to be with them oftener. 
the colored mea were loyal to the country, and 
whenever there was a cail for heip to save the 
country the colored men would be the first to re- 
spond. 

Mr, John Howard said that the reason why the 
colored people of Chicago had never ootained any 
political power was because they were divides, 
notas between the Repubiican and Democratic 
purties, hut us among the Republicans. The troubie 
Was tnat too many wanted to be leaders. At the 
last election the colored people could have elected 
Judge Bradweil if they had united their forces.

Resoeied, That we recommend the fermation of a 
permanent organization of the colored voters of Coo 
County for the purpose of remedying the avuvve-named 
weakhesses. De it further 

Kesvived, That a committee of fifteen be apooln ted 
oy this body to carry Into effeet these resvlutions. Be 
t further 

Resiced, That the Committee report to a general 
ini-v-mecting called In two weeks from date by said 
Vominittce. 

‘There was a good deal of excitement 
adovtion „f these pesvlutions, 

Willwm Baser, the basso of the colored political 
population, moved to amend the first resolution oy 
the ‘msertion of the word ‘*‘Repubtican.” Dr. 
Washingtoa roused himself up and declaimed in a 
very joud voice againstany such Outrage, saying 
that the meeting nad been called as a general 
mass- meeting of colored voters without reterence 
to party. He was proud to call himself a member 
of the Greenback Labor party. 

Washington was called to order several times, 
but refused to yield the floor. and there came near 
being a row then and there. The Chairman, how 
ever, managed to pour oil on the waters, and the 
roaring Grecnvacker was finally squelched. 

The resolutions as amended were adopted, and 
the following were appointed on the General Com- 
mittee: 8. W. Seoit, John G. Jones, John T. 
Anderson, Wimam Baker, John . Williams, J. 
H. Howard. J. L. Campbell, L. D. Stacker, C. II. 
Jackson, S. Wright, Jackson Sandrica, G. Lawson, 
D. D. Dawson, J. . Grant. 

While these appointments were being made a 
young mulatto named Ramson arose and declared 
that he Was a persecuted citizen; that he bad been 
accuse i of beiny a Democrat; that he thanked God 
that he could vote as he chose; and. finaily, that 
he was President of a club called Our Boys.

COE INTERVIEWED. 


What the President of the New Vork Clear. 
ing - House Mas to Say About Silver Deposits 
—lie Shows Amazing Ignorance of the Sil- 
ver Question— Don't Kelish the Idea of 
Free Coinage. 

Correspondence Indianapolis Journal. 

NEW IX, Nov. 21.—Yesterday I asked my- 
selt, / Who is the person in New York whose 
recent action has caused the most talk“ and 
the answer came quickly: ‘Mr. George 8. 
Coe, President of the Clearing-House Associa- 
tion; 1 will run down and see him.” For 1 
remembered that he was not only the official 
reoreseutative of all the New York banks, but 
the sagacious mao, I had heard, who, iu August, 
1861, after Bull Run, suggested to Salmon P. 
Chase the project from wuich sprang the whole 
National-banking system. 

Down l went to the American Exchange Na- 
tional, on Broadway, near Wall street, a rich old 
bank in a rich old building. Through to the 
rear I passed, and to the centre of three rooms 
connected or divided by ground-glass windows 
reaching to the high ornate ceiling, and with 
tesselated floors and solid black-walnut gothic 
furniture and wainscoting, and there I found 
Mr. Coe. 

He smiled frankly as he looked at my card, 
and said, “O, ves! | know what you want.” 
lic is tall anu slender,—this man whose ukase 
against the United States Government has 
raised such a storm,—perhaps 55 years old; 
quick, ready mapoers; sharp features ranged 
round a very Appenine of a nose; a pleasant 
mouth; a rather retreating forehead, busby 
evebrows, aba mutton-cbop whiskers, and a 
general resemblance to William H. Seward. 

“You New York banks have stirred up a 
horpet’s nest,“ said I.

“So I see; but there really is no cause. 
Haven't we aright to refuse to take money on 


deposit!“ 
you a right to refuse gold?” I in-

‘Certainly we have. We have a right to say 
to anybody who comes to our desk, We decline 
to receive vour money, sir. What will the West 


do about it? . 

„Well, sir,“ I took the liberty of saving, “I 
fancy that Congress will sharply resent it.“ 

‘* What will Congress do, do you think?” be 
inquired with an amused expression. 

As you ask my opinion, I think likely a bill 
will pass making reprisals on the National 
banks, if they all second this movement, which 
is regarded as a revolt against the Government. 
The National Banking law may be repealed, 
and the National banks be compelled to re- 
deem their notes in specie. How would you 
like that!?“ 

„Well, now, do you know,” said Mr. Coe, 
with a whimsical expression, “we wouldn’t 
care very much, Circulation is not mucn of an 
object to New York City banks. Take this 
bank, for instance. We have the authority from 
Cougress to issue $4,500, in currency, but we 
have never had out over $500,000, all told, and 
we have not now out more than $200,000. Peo- 
ple talk about our circulation being as dear to 
us as the apple of our eye, when we keep afloat 
less than one-twentieth of what we aré entitled 
to.’ 

Nor, we don’t tel a bit rebellious, but it 
we borrow money We shall borrow the kind that 
we prefer; and if Congress resents it, what is 
it going to do about it?” 

„Another thing it will try to do,“ I said, 
establish free coinage for silver.” 

It isn’t possible Congress will do so insane 
a thing,“ he exclaimed, 

‘** You'll tind it is possible,“ I persisted. “ it 
is ten times more probable than it was a vear 
ago thatthis very same Congress would pass 
the Silver bill.“ 

Do you mean to.say,”’ he asked, that Con- 
gress will pass a law authoriziug every man that 
owns 80 cents’ worth of silver to take it to the 
United States Treasurer and get $1 for it?“ 

In other words, Mr. Coe, this Government, 
by creating a great demand for silver, will send 
up its price I4cents on a dollar all over the 
world. Now if Congress by passing a law creat- 
ing a new function for wheat could send up its 
price Ae a bushel, would it be considered 
an evil?’’ 

But,“ said the banker, Congress can’t send 
up the price of silver. Europe will flood us 
with silver. The world is full of silver. Free 
coinage would only help speculators. Don’t you 
sec! 
Iamscareely entitled to express an opinion, 
perhaps,“ said I, but Til tell you what I 
think. I think Congress will remind you that 
tne United States produces more than half of 
the silvef product of the world every year; 
that this whole annual product is only fifty mill- 
ions dollars; that Germany hasn't one hundred 
millions to spare, and the rest of Europe none 
at all; that the arts absorb at least twenty 
millions a year, and Asia, ‘the sink of silver,’ 
twenty millious more; and that silver is now 
abnormally low, as measured by gold.“ 

don't admit all of these claims.“ said Mr. 
Coe, „but why is silver now low!“ 

Congress has already expressed. its opinion.“ 
I said, that silvegis low because Germany has 
decoived and driven out of use as money three 
hundred millions of it. Now, if the United 
States should recoin that three hundred miil- 
ions, wouldn’t it restore the equilibrium ?’’; 

Les,“ be conceded, it that were 
whole question.“ 

* Congress seems to think it is the whole 
question,” I continued. ** The very next day 
after the passage of a free coinage act silver 
vullion would rise from 86 cents to $1 in gold. 
The difference would be discounted at once.“ 

That, I think, is a mistake.“ he said. 

But the very yeur before Germany decoined 
her silver every sitver dollar in tue world was 
worth in gold three cents more than a gold dol- 
lar, and sold for it in the market.“ 

Jou must remember,“ he said, that there 
have been great silver finds since that.“ 

** Yes,” I answered, “ but not so large as the 
gold finds. The world’s product of gold every 
vear is $25,000,000 greater than its silver product. 
Pay . 

Tue gold harvest in the world is increasing 
faster than the silver harvest. 

“Yes, I know,” he rephed, “but there's 
more demand forit. if a tree coinage law is 
passed, all nations will unload their silver on us 
at our exvense,”’ 

But they can’t spare it. Suppose all na- 
tions were to pass a law forbidding the use of 
gold as money hereafter? The result would be 
tuat a gold dollar would sell to-morrow for 50 
cents in silver, for it would be good for nothing 
except for use in the arts.“ 

„Well,“ said Mr. Coe, “I don’t agree with 
your Western papers on this specie question. 
It is a matter of supply and demand. and gold 
is uppermost. You seem to think,” he contin- 
ued, that the United States can establish the 
price of the precious metals all over the 
world.” - 

But I replied that Uncle Sam was just as 
solid as any other man, aud if he used one-sixth 
part of all the silver in the world employed as 
money, it looked as if be could establish the 
price just to that extent. . 

And then I warned him to look out for free 
coinage; and he politely said he had been much 
interested in hearing the Western view of the 
case.
